Friends of the Bill Anticipate But 


Very Little Delay In the 


House. 


WASHINGTON, July I.—Tonight Mor- 


gan, the Alabama senator, is the lion of 
the'Hour among the friends.of free silver. 
Monthn ago Morgan undertook the task 
of smoking out senators who hnng doubt- 
fully aloof from any vote that would 
commit them on the silver question. He 
lucceeded and has overthrown more 
than his enemies, for he obliged a re- 
luctant senate to pass a bill as radical in 
its free silver coinage requirements as 
the.most devoted friends of tho white 
metal could desire. 


The bill now -goes to tbe house, and 


that body, which buried the question, aa 
it was supposed for the present eeasion at 
least, will again be obliged to face the 
issue. 


The bill will be torn up in the house 


tomorrow and if tbe usual coarse in legis- 
lation is followed it will ba referred to 
the coinage committee. 


A prompt report is expected on tbe bill 


from the committee and it will take its 
place on tho calender, following hun- 
dreds of other bills, and with about as 
•much chance of being reached in the 
ordinary course of business KB a bill to 
bridge the Atlantic, but friends of the 
bill have been stimulated by tho action 
of the eonato,- 


They are Democratic in the bonne by a 


large majority, und they hold that it 
would bo bad politics to allow the silver 
bill, paused by a Hepubliuan senate, to 
. fall in a Democratic house. Besides they 
are sure from the last failure eo they are 
Going to insist on a special order from 
the rales committee and will give the 
house a chance to vote equaruly on free 
silver coinage. 


Some eon them members of tbe houde 
assert tonight that not a wheel shall 
turn, not an appropriation bill pane, and 
not even a further extension of appropri- 
ations shall bj made until they get that 
special order. 


On the other hand a little phalanx of 


Democrats, under the lead of Tracy and 
Williams, why go successfully resisted 
the oltver men before, are now full of 
confidence. 


They feel that they can now hare the 


active support of the ItepubHcan mem- 
bers who do not wish, to force tbo Presi- 
dent to pftea upon the bill before election 
day, and they already aie preparing for 
a teet of endurance, aa that IB what it 
will amount to from proeeut Indications, 
and the question narrows down to one 
point, and that IB ibfl ability of the silver 
men to obtain a quorum ID the houee.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Tbe senate 
oted to adjourn from today till Toes- 


day: 


McPhereou withdraw his request for 


the privilege of addressing the senate on 
the silver bill. He also withdrew "any 
and all objections" expressed or implied 
to tbe order of the aenato, would offer no 
objection, no dilatory motion and do 
nothing to interfere with carrying into 
effect tho order of tbe senate. 


Stewart 6atd he did not deeire to place 


any senator at a disadvantage, therefore 
he proposed to fix Wednesday at 3 
o'clock, as the time for taking a vote 
without further debate on the bill and 
amendments.

He bad been 
rather looked to by tbe senators on his 
'aide to object to tho request for nnani- 
tnoua consent, but he had not objected. 
An agreement of that kind bad nevet 
been violated in tho senate, but he sub- 
mitted to the senator from Nevada, as 
he had already dono privately, that un- 
•det:the circumetances those in charge of 
the bill could not properly ioaiston going 
011 "with the hilt without giving gentle- 
men an opportunity to be heard. 


Pu^h said, his colleague, Morgan, was 


absent, and no agreement could be made 
under the circumstances. 


Stewart tbeu withdrew his request, 


and the matter went over without agree- 
ment aa to the time for taking a vote^. —. 


By a vote of yeas 29, nays 25, the bill 


for the,free coinage of silver (Stewart's 


•• 'substitute) with the additional proviso 


.requiring the coinage of all silver bul- 
lion in the treasury, was paeeed.

The President laid the bill before the 


aenate. 


Hill announced that he would vote 


against a motion to recommit, on the 
eroand that it was a violation of the 


• nnanimouB consent given a few days 
^go. 
• The motion to recommit was lost—31 
to 28. 


A vote was .then taken on Senator 


Blackburn's motion to table Vest's mo- 
tion to postpone consideration of the 
bill until December. It wan a tie vote, 
•And the senate proceeded to vote on* 
Veat'a motion. 


Tbe bill reads as follows: '(That the 


•owner otailver bullion may depoeit th* 
same at any mint of tho United States 
to bo coined for bis benefit, and it shall 
bo tbe duty of the proper officera, upon 
termo'flKd conditions which are pro- 
vided'by law lor the deposit and coinage 
of £old, tocoineuch bullion into stand- 
ard dollars as authorized by tho act of 
February 22, 1878, entitled aa act to 
•UthorizB the coinage of standard silver 
dollars and restore its legal tender char- 
acter, and Buch coins shall be legal 
tender for all debts and dues, public and 
private. 


VTho act of July 14, 1890. is hereby 


-.repaalod, provided that the secretary of 
tho treasury shall proceed to have coined 
all silver bullion In the treasury pnr- 
ohand with silver or coin certificate*."

WAGE KAUNEBB. 


Many Thousand Thrown Out of 


Employment. 


PiTTSBono, July 1.—Beginning today 


the extensive operations in iron and 
steel, in which Andrew Carnegie and his 
brothers are interested qnder various 
names, will be consoldated under the 
na ue of the Carnegie Steel company, 
limited; capital $25,000,000. The com- 
pany in ite various plants employs up- 
wards of 40,000 men. 


At midnight the wazo scale in all iron 


and steel mills in this district for the 
current year expired, and a new scale 
not having been signed, the mills will 
be closed, throwing over 100,000 men out 
of employment. 
• 
At tbe same time, according to custom, 


all glaaa plants here and elsewhere in 
the United States were shut down for 
eight weeks to make repairs, etc. 


The number of iron and steel mills 


that cloeed last night is estimated at 
over 400. A number of these have bees 
idle some time. Others signed the scale, 
leaving about 250 idle at present. These 
ordinarily employ over 100,000 men.' 


The number of glass factor/lea shut 


down today IB placed at 200, with 1000 
employes. 


A conference between tbe iron manu- 


facturers and the employes is in progress 
thia afternoon, and strong hopes of a 
compromise are entertained. 


Roadti In Bad Shape. 


NEW YOKK, July 1.—The Memphis & 


Charleston railroad defaulted on its in- 
terest today and coupons were bought at 
par by the Gallatin bank of Adrian, 
Iselin and others. Officers of tbe com- 
pany say it has neither-cash or collateral 
with which to provide for the interest. 
Tbe Georgia Central interest also de- 
faulted, and eo was the intereat on the 
Mobile & Birmingham bonds, a part of 
tbe East Tennessee system.

special train which arrived at 2.30. 


Vrom Main atreet the wind carried 


cinders two blocks south, burning resi- 
dences. •

The new silver bill, in trod need in tbe 


mnate, appears to ba the most ioex- 
coaabfe end barefaced piece of class leg- 
illation that has been attempted in con- 
gress for eorae time. It proposes to give 
the danieri in tiivfr the difference be- 
tween the origin U value and the value 
whic1! it haiafterccinage, instead of to 
thegnaramehtatd thereby to all the 
peijle who pay taxes to support the 
woverameir. 
To illustrate, under the 


present law, when tbe government buys 
69 centa worth of silver and issues it at 
100 centa, the difference of 31 centa goes 
to the benefit of tbe whole people. The 
. new silver bill proposes to give the .SI 
centa to the silver speculators. Accord- 
ing to an estimate made by tbe Bulletin, 
tliere may be In it a grab of (25,000,000 
or $30,000,000 a year, eo long BB tbe 
game lute, for the speculators. There 
!B enough of money here to enlist the en- 
thuBitim of Senator Stewart and bia 
frienda. The enormous 
subsidy lot 


which they ara playing will have to be 
paid by the people of the United States. 
Tbn promoters call this scheme bimetal- 
liam, Iroe coinage and the like. On 
the contra-y. it should be defifgnatod the 
grandest of lereeniej. 
It la anpposed to 


have been underei leas objectionable 
by limiting the operation to American 
•ilfar. But the fundamental proposition 
to be established ia that the eilver specu- 
lators ate men of each merit thit it is 
rigbt to Uke at tho atart |'2&,000,000 or 
$30,000,000 from the American people 
per annum and endow them with the 
va&tfium. For these milliona now en- 
joyed by (he people the government ren- 
ders an important service to tilver. 
It 


tataa the dollar* and eilvor certificates at 
par for taxen, and under certain condi- 
tion!* gives gold for them.

keeps up Iha value ol eilver fn thia 
country. The pprtiea who are seeking to 
convert this to their own use propose to 
do .toothing in return bat p*M it to their 
tMpectira account*.

Exciting Scene at the Bail- 


road Depot Yesterday. ' 


A FREIGHT TEAIN UNCOUPLED 


Two of the Strikers Arrested After 


& Hot Chase Through a 


Vineyard. 


The freight train hands struck yester- 


day on tbe division extending from 
BakerBfleld to Latbrop and including tbe 
Weat Side road as far aa Mendota. 


There was considerable excitement on 


the track near tbe freight eheda in the 
afternoon. A freight train tbat should 
have started for the south at 7 o'clock in 
the morning stood on the track with 
steam up In the locomotive boiler ready 
to depart. 
. . 


Nearly all tbe conatablea and half the 


police force of Ibe city were on the track 
alongside the waiting train. The strik- 
ing trainmen also stood around waiting 
for developments. Some of them hoarded 
the cars unseen by the officers, and un- 
coupled several care before they were 
discovered. 


City Marshal Morgan, Constable* Ash- 


man and a few deputies, Policemen Bab- 
bock and Smith, 
Bpucial Policeman 


Kagsdale and Superintendent J. H. 
Whited or the railroad company consti- 
tuted the force tbat was watching the 
stiikere. 


Superintendent Whited had a switch 


engine in readiness with steam tip to 
follow the train out of the city and to af- 
ford it protection in case the strikers 
made any trouble or attempted to hinder 
ita progress. 


BEBIOUS TROUBLE FEARED. 


The news that the strike was in pro- 


gress attracted a large crowd of citizens 
to tbe Bpot. The strikers had very little 
to say, but it was reported that several 
of them were armed with revolvers and 
tbat trouble of a serious nature might en- 
sue between the strikers and the men 
whom tbe company had employed to 
take their places. 


The only difliculty that occurred, how- 


ever, was between a striker and a rail- 
road employe, in which the striker was 
knocked down. Further fighting was 
prevented by tho interference of the 
1-oiin;. 


AN EXCITING BTAKT. 


About 4 o'clock the word was given to 


pull out the train. City Marshal Mor- 
gan boarded it, and as It started to leave 
the depot Superintendent Whited saw 
five 8ttiking brakemen get on board. 
Calling Policeman Smith 
and some 


others to accompany him he jumped on 
tho switch engine aiid ordered tho en- 
gineer to whistle down brakes. His pur- 
]>nse was to have the 
freight train 


stopped BO that the strikers could bo put 
off, but although the signal nas Bounded 
the train did not stop. 


TIIH I'UKBUIT. 


' The switch engine started immediately 
In hot pursuit and the crowd cheered 
lustily at tho novel sight. 
Tho freight 


train made good time until it gat about a 
mile from the depot and outside the city 
limits. Then it came to a halt and a 
volnmo of black stnoko came pouring out 
of the locomotive smokestack. 


When tne freight train reached Dar- 


ling's addition five strikers pulled out 
the coupling pins from between several 
cars, and before tho train catno to a 
standstill they jumped off and ran atfull 
speed through the vineyards and or- 
chards in that vicinity. 


They were followed by several nflicerfl, 


who after a hard run under a boiling nun 
succeeded in capturing two strikers 
named J. Dirninickaacl John Haupt, the 
three others having uuccecdud iu mak- 
ing their escape. 


After tho cars were coupled together 


fhe train proceeded on JtH way without 
further molestation, and the switch en- 
gine containing the prisoners aud their 
captors returned Ir. the depot. Here 
they were received by a larite crowd of 
spectators, but no attempt was made to 
roacuo them. 


TintY TIRBU OF WAITING. 


Dimmick and Haupt were taken to 


Justice of tho Poaco Shannon's court, 
and Reel B. Terry, who had been on- 
gaged to defend tho strikers, arrived 
nhortly afterward. The justice was in- 
formed that \i. L. Cory would draw a 
craiplaint charging the prisoners with 
misdemeanor, 


After waiting for more than half an 


hour, and neither Mr. Gory nor Super- 
intendent Whited having put in an ap- 
pearance, Mr. Terry told the prisoners 
that they had waited a reasonable time 
fora charge to bo made against them, 
and advised them to walk out. 


Constable Ashman did not rontaat tho 


order. It bntng only a misdemeanor 
cnso he felttliat he had no authority to 
prevent tbe prisoner* from leaving, and 
it did not take them very long to disap- 
pear. 


Superintendent Whited arrived a few 


minutes later and swore to a complaint 
against Dimmick and Haupt, accusing 
them of misdemeanor. Justice Shannon 
thereupon issued a warrant for their 
arrest. 


ALL WAS SERENE, 


It was expected that the G p.mi freight 


train would be also molested by tbe 
strikers, and a large force of officers was 
on hand, but no hostile demonstrations 
were made, and at a late hour all indica- 
tions of trouble had vanished. 


Mr. Whited had had bat very little 


notice that the train men would etrike, 
tbe first intimation being the receipt on 
Thursday afternoon of a dispatch from 
Bakersfield, signed "Committee," and 
demanding certain changes in the wages 
and mileage schedule. The "Commit- 
tee" threatened that unless thnir de- 
manda were acceded to by 7 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the freight handa would 
strike on the whole division, 


A FRUITLESS COKFERENCB. 


Assistant 
Division 
Superintendent 


Whitmar went to Bakcraflold that even- 
ing and had a lengthy conference with 
the strikers'committee, but without ef- 
fecting any result, and he thereupon re- 
turned to thie city. 


DIBAPPnOVBn BY THE ORDER. 


Yesterday morning the railroad offi- 


cials notlSed Grand Master Wilkinson 
ol the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
who forthwith sent back a dispatch stat- 
ing that the strike had not betm author- 
ised by the Brotherhood and that the 
Brotherhood refused to Bnpport it. The 
itrand master aleorequested Brotherhood 
men to take the place of the etrikora 
whenever requested. 


Chairman Princo of tho local grievance 


committee at Tucson, telegraphed to the 
railroad officials at BakersQeld that he 
bad dispatched ten Brotherhood men to 
takn the place of the same number of 
Btrikera at BakeraGold. 


CAUSE OP THE ETRIKR. 


Freight hrakempin receive $75 per 


month and conductors $00 per month. 
By the terms of an agreement entered 
into by the grievance committee of tbo 
Brotherhood and tbe railroad officials at 
Fourth and Townsend streets tome time 
ago 3560 miles were established as the 
maximum of a month's work. 
Em- 


ployes were to be paid a certain fixed 
rate in addition to monthly wages for 
every mile traveled by them over and 
above 8550 in any one month. 


It waa also agreed thatthe men ihoald 


be paid for over time. For instance, if 
tbe schedule time for a day's ran be- 


tween two polnte WM ten houri, and 
the train wae delayed for two hours, 
conductors should foe paid !M> ceote an 
hour (or tho extra time and brakeman 
20 cents io addition to the day's wages. 


WHAT WAS DKMAKDEl). 


The committee at BakertQeld de- 


manded that the maximum mileage 
shoald be reduced from 3660 to 3150 and 
this WM the principal cause ol the etrike. 


About twenty-five men struck yester- 


day la Frwno, »nd sixty or eighty 
walked out at tbe other poiata of the 
dirialoD. Their places have been filled 
by brotherhood men in ttu employ of 
the company. 


TUB BTBIKBBB' PIDH. 


Borne of tbe strikers allege that the 


company and Mr. Whited have refused 
to pay them the fall amount of overtime 
due them. They say also that C. 8. Back 
was discharged because he put in a bill 
for one hour's overtime ID making up a 
train, and that the company has in 
many other instances violated the spirit 
of tbe agreement made with the griev- 
ance committees of tbe brotherhood. 


Railroad officials expect that the strike 


will be declared off today, either by the 
strikers returning to work or by the em- 
ployment or Brotherhood men to take 
their places. 


Strikes were reported all over the line 


yesterday, but the railroad company ue^-d 
tbe same tactics in those places aa they 
did here.

A Suegeation that the Size of Seed* 


be Iteduued. 


Some objection has been made in east- 


era markets to the numerous and large 
sesds in our California raisins, the claim 
being urged that the 
Malagas are 


superior in that respect. Should this 
fact operate against tbe best market for 
oar goods, says the California Fruit 
Grower, it would suggest careful study 
and experiment with a view of reducing 
the number and sizo of the seeds in tbe 
Muscat Krape, or the Ultimate substitu- 
tion therefor of snob improved varieties 
as successful experience may dictate. 
While giving attention to the eeed. it 
might be well to include the skin of tbe 
Muscat within the scope of our efforts to 
improve, for ft muet be confessed that a 
pachydermatous grape does not make 
the beat raisin. If the cattle man can 
breed the horns off bin cows, and the 
Brazilians eliminate the seeds fiom the 
naval orange, it should follow that caro- 
ful scientific experiment, duly prolonged, 
would result favorably wi'h the grape.

this human typewriter, referring to her 
mechanical friend. 


'•That is, I understand it and it under- 


stands me. I wouldn't lend it to 
any- 


one. It's a sensitive little thing, and 
its resentment at being loaned oat would 
Boon bo manifested to mo when I again 
attempted to'.uae it 
Skillful type- 


writers are extremely jealous in tho 
care of their .instruments. I havo sev- 
eral very dear friends engaged in tho 
same business, yet not ono could obtain 
tho tiso of my typewriter, and I am con- 
fident they could not bo induced to lend 
mo theirs." 


Investigation shows these statements 


to bo correct. Those who havo their 
own machines never lend them oven for 
temporary use, while in large offices, 
where- tho firms furnish tbo instruments, 
each of tbe latter has a certain operator, 
and no ono else is allowed its use. Fanci- 
ful as the idea is that tho prosaic writing 
macliino slionld resemble tho violin in its 
readiness to respond to familiar hands 
and its consequent rebellion at being 
used by strangers, there is no doubt in 
tho minds of the typewriters as to its he- 
ing » Bolemn and important fact. 
: Whatever tho reason," said the super- 


intendent of an establishment where 
typewriters are field, "a machine that 
has been constantly used by a certain 
person is ruined for that person by some 
ono else'B use of it. This refers to ex- 
pert typewriters — those who do much 
work and whoso constant practice has 
developed o remarkable rate of speed. 
So pronounced has this opinion become 
ami so liLsuriantly has the idea flourished 
Lhat typewriters are usually furnished 
in cabinets that can bo locked and are 
then secure from molestation. I know 
of no explanation for this queer state of 
affairs. 
Machines are made by tho 


dozen; the pieces that form the machines 
lira made by tho hundred, yet each com- 
plete mechanical typewriter has what is 
Stnown as u distinct 'touch.' 


'An operator may try several ma- 


chines before she finds one to her liking, 
and when eho does no other will she use. 
An experiment was onco made for tho 
lurposo of testing this. An operator of 
i particularly sensitive and nervous 


porument, mid who was particularly 


»nnoying in bur complaints regarding 
tlio UEO of her typewriter by others, was 
jlindfoltled and tried hi rapid succession 
fifty different machines of tho some 
make. To every one's surprise she se- 
lected tho ouo slio had been iu tho habit 
of using." 


Few people know tho amount of man- 


ual labor involved in a dny'a typewrit- 
ing or realize iho distance the hands 
travel in a day's work, Probaby few of 
tho typewriters themselves appreciate 
it. 
Vet their hands cover n distance 


they wonld never think of covering with 
their logs unless necessity compelled it 


Tlio highest rate of speed over at- 


tained is 200 words a minute. This is 


poscd to be tho result of tho most 


rapid movements tho human hands are 
capable of. 
Tho poreoh making tliis 


record muintainei! this upcoil for only 
fonr consecutive minutes, and has never 
been able te exceed that limit. Assum- 
ing tbo words average six letters apiece, 
VJOO letters a miimto were written. It 
is estimated that te mako each iuttt-f 
the fingers oro raised a height of two 
inches from the keyboard. 
Two inches 


added (for tho descending movement) 
make tho finger travel four inches bo- 
foro .each letter la struck. Su this ex- 
pert's hand in writing these 200 words 
traveled 4,800 inches, or 400 foot, dur- 
ing tho minute in which she wrote COO 


•ordfi. 
But this is unusual, of course. Very 


rapid writing is a speed of seventy-five 
words a minute, and this rate is tbo fast 
for comfort Pmrtical work is ten 
pages of legal paper an hoar. Bach 
page- contains UOO words. Six honra' 
steady writing can bo regarded as an 
entire day's work. This is a speed 
of fifty words a minute, and tho prac- 
tical worker writes during tho day sixty 
pages— 18,000 words, or 103,000 letters. 
If ber finger travels four inches to mako 
each letter, during tho duy it travels 
432,000 inches. 


This provides for tho perpendicular 


movement only, and it is fair to increase 
this distanco by one-third to estimate tho 
distance tho hands travel over tho key- 
board in a horizontal direction. This 
total sum in inches is 570,000. This is 
equivalent to 48,000 feet, or a little over 
nine miles a day. 
In a week tho hands 


can cover fifty-four miles, and 'in 
year's steady ' application to business 
over 2,800 miles. . 


So the vagary of the male and fcinalo 


typewriters can in a large measure bo 
excused and their preference for tlioir 
respective machines accounted for. — 
Now York Recorder.
